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Revisions to Coin Collecting Boards of the 1930s & 1940s

In the second paragraph, “from 1934 through 1941” should read “from 1935 through 1941” 

In the right column, “coin’s album’s” should read “coin album’s” 

Revise the Very Good grade to permit ten damaged openings; revise the Fine grade to permit six damaged openings; revise Very Fine to permit three damaged 
openings; revise Near Mint to permit one damaged opening 

In the photo captions, letter “c” should be “¢” 

The captions for boards “W1¢A2a” and “W1¢B2a” should omit the lower case “a”; the caption at lower right should read “listing” instead of “lising” 

In the second paragraph, “manufacturer or paper products” should read “manufacturer of paper products” 

In the second paragraph, “YMCA” should read “YWCA” 

In the third paragraph, “how little he paid from” should read “how little he paid to” 

In the first paragraph of the third column, “Lithography” should read “Lithographing Company” 

In the second paragraph of the third column, “This title is presently is” should read “This title presently is” 

Though listed as the prototype, it now appears that K1¢BP was actually sold to customers in very small numbers and may constitute the true First Edition of Kent 
boards; under “Notes” for K1¢BP, 1921-D should be included among the erroneous dates listed 

Board K1¢B1la is known in both the size listed with a backing and 11%” x 14%” without a backing; board K1¢B1b is known in both the size listed with a backing and 
11%” x 144” without a backing; in the Second Edition “Publication” listing 3, the word “applied” is found with either upper or lower case “a” for different titles 
Revise K1¢A2a (with its red backing) to K1¢A2a.1, and add K1¢A2a.2, which is similar but has a tan backing and K1¢A2a.3 with a beige backing; revise K1¢A2b to 
K1¢A2b.1 and add K1¢A2b.2 with a beige backing; K1¢B2 to K1¢B2b and add K1¢B2a which is similar but has navy blue printing on blue-gray face paper; under 
“Notes” for K1¢B2a, the 1921-D cent included in First Edition boards is omitted; for K5¢A2 add a fourth line of text beneath the horizontal line reading “All other 
coins shown here were minted at Philadelphia and bear no mint mark.” 

K5¢B2 is split into K5¢B2a with beige or yellow backing paper and K5¢B2b with tan backing paper. 

In the first paragraph, “Lithography” should read “Lithographing Company” 

The Whitman NYC showroom illustrated was located in Room 310 at 200 Sth Avenue 

Revise W1¢Cla to W1¢Cla.1; add W1¢Cla.2 with a plain face and pebbled back; add W1¢Cle, similar to W1¢Cld but with a green backing; revise W1¢D1a to 
W1¢D1la.1 and add W1¢D1a.2 with a plain face 

W1¢DIc does not exist; W5¢Blc becomes W5¢Blc.1; add W5¢B1.2 which is similar but with pebbled backing paper 

Revise W5¢Cla to W5¢Cla.1; add W5¢C1a.2 as similar to last but with a glossy finish; W10¢C1a has an opening for 1894-S 

W10¢C1b and W10¢Clc have no opening for 1894-S above the printed date; revise W10¢D1a to W10¢D 1a.2 and add W10¢D1a.1, which is similar but with a pebbled 
backing and mintages through 1934; add W10¢D1a.3, which is similar to W10¢D1a.2 but with a strip including the title alone pasted over the illustrated title area; add 
W10¢D1a.4, which has glossy face paper, plain red backing paper and no illustration; add W10¢D1a.5 similar to a.4 but with matte face; add W10¢D1c which is 
similar to W10¢D1b but with the pasteover title strip 

Under Notes, add that the underlying illustration for W25¢C1d may be faintly seen and felt 

Consolidate all varieties of the ALBUM OF UNITED STATES COINS under the single number WBV1, as the individual board varieties routinely vary 

Split W1¢C2c into W1¢C2c.1 (light backing) and W1¢C2c.2 (dark backing); board W1¢D2b is confirmed to exist 

For W2¢A2b the list of titles on back ends with 387; add W2¢A2c (list ends with 393) 

Split W5¢B2c into W5¢B2c.1 (light backing) and c.2 (dark backing; split W5¢B2d into W5¢B2d.1 (light backing) and d.2 (dark backing); split W5¢C2c into 
W5¢C2c.1 (light backing) and reserve c.2 for dark backing; split W10¢C2c into W10¢C2c.1 (light backing) and c.2 (dark backing) 

Split W5¢D2c into W10¢D2c.1 (light backing) and reserve c.2 for dark backing; add W10¢D2h in which the word “COLLECTION” is in the same size font as the main 
title (dates through 1940 and mintages through 1938); W25¢A2b is confirmed to exist; split W25¢A2c into W25¢A2c.1 (light backing) and W25¢A2c.2 (dark backing) 
Board W25¢B2b is confirmed to exist; move the omission of cleaning instructions to this entry; split W25¢B2c into W25¢B2c.1 (light backing) and W25¢B2c.2 (dark 
backing); add W25¢B2e with 1938 copyright and three additional titles in list; revise W25¢C2c to W25¢C2c.1 (light backing reads “1916 to 1936 inclusive’’) and add 
W25¢C2c.2 with 1937 copyright, additional row of openings, dates through 1937 (one only) and mintages through 1936 (dark backing reads “From 1916’) 


Page 97) For W25¢C2d, delete note about additional row of openings, which belongs with W25¢C2c.2 as described above; revise W25¢C2f to W25¢C2f .1 and change “through 
1938” to “through 1938-S”; add W25¢C2f.2 with second paragraph of introductory text in broader font to fill entire line; W50¢B2b sometimes found with die cut of 
W50¢C2b having two extra openings (printing error---not new variety) 

Page 98) Revise W50¢D2 to W50¢D2b and add W50¢D2a measuring only 7” wide x 9” high; add WBV2, which has no volume number and includes the same line-up of nine 
boards found in WBV1, but they are Second Edition with 1936 copyright; revise WBV2.1a to include only boards copyrighted 1937 regardless of variety; revise 
WBV2. 1b to include only boards copyright dated 1938 regardless of variety; split WBV2.2 into WBV2.2a (1937 copyrighted boards) and WBV2.2b (1938 copyright) 

Page 99) Revise “Face Paper’ to read “Navy Blue;” under W1¢A3b and W1¢B3b revise “eight undated openings” to read “ten undated openings” 

Page 100) Board W2¢A3b confirmed - similar to W2¢A2b except for face paper; W5¢A3a confirmed - similar to W5¢A2b except for face paper 

Page 112) In the illustration caption, “Compan” should read “Company” 

Page 116) In the third paragraph, “at this office” should read “at his office’; in the second column, “that the his character” should read “that his character” 

Page 124) In the caption at lower right, the illustrated is C25¢D2b, not C25¢C2b 

Page 152) Revise C1¢A1 to C1l¢Ala; add C1¢A1b with yellow face paper and Publication 2; under “Face Paper,” note that the swirl pattern runs either vertically or horizontally; 
revise C1¢B1 to C1l¢Bla and add C1¢B 1b with clear backing 

Page 153) Revise C1¢B2a to C1¢B2a.1 and add C1 ¢B2a.2 which is similar but with Publication 2 

Page 154) Revise C5¢A2a as having Publication 1; revise C5¢A2b as being similar but with Publication 2 (the 1937 variety previously listed as C5¢A2b doesn’t exist) 

Page 155) C10¢B2a confirmed with 1937 copyright, dates through 1937, six unprinted openings and unshaded illustration; C10¢B2b as shown is non-existent; C10¢B2c thus 
becomes C10¢B2b, and C10¢B2c is deleted 

Page 156) Delete C25¢C2a and revise 2b to simply C25¢C2 

Page 157) For C25¢D2b, revise the Notes text to read “15 additional openings” in place of 14; revise C50¢B2 to C50¢B2a and add C50¢B2b with double thickness 

Page 160) Information from a family member indicates that Molly Burstein was born in Kalamazoo, Michigan, rather than in Ukraine, as found in federal census records 

Page 162) In the last paragraph, the reference to page 142 should read 164; in the final paragraph of the sidebar story, the address is 5183 Marathon “Street” 

Page 168) Revise L1¢Aa to L1 ¢Aa.2 and add L1¢Aa.1 which lists only coin boards 126 and 121 on its back. Revise L1¢Ac to L1¢Ac.2 with concluding dates of 1939 and 1938 
for the Lincoln Pennies and Buffalo Nickels boards, respectively; Add L1¢Ac.1 with concluding dates of 1938 and 1937, respectively 

Page 169) Revise L1¢Ba to L1¢Ba.1 and add L1¢Ba.2, which has the white and red pasteover label similar to that of L1¢Bb.2; add L1¢Ba.3 which reads “This is Coin Board No. 
121. We also have Coin Board No. 126 for Indian Head Pennies from 1856 to 1909 inclusive.” for L1¢gBb.2 there is a comma instead of a period following “29th ST”; 
for L1¢Be the numerals in the subtitle are of equal size (all varieties on this page have a dark gray backing until L1¢Bd.1, at which point this and all subsequent 
varieties have a tan backing) 

Page 170) Revise L1¢Bf to L1¢Bh, L1¢Bg to L1¢Bf and L1¢Bh to L1¢Bg; relocate the change in text about the 1922 cents from L1¢Bi to L1¢Bh; for L1¢Bf delete the notation 
that subtitle numerals of equal size begin with this variety (it begins with L1¢Be); add L1¢Bw similar to x but title reads “From 1909 to 1938” — dates through 1938, 
mintages through 1937 

Page 171) Revise L5¢Ab to L5¢Ab.2. Add L5¢Ab.1 with spelling as NICKLES in main title; spacing of “U. S.” in main title is wider for L5¢Ac and L5¢Ad than for earlier 
varieties; add L5¢Ae which is similar to LS¢Ad but with plain, unmarbled paper 

Page 172) Revise L5¢Bb to L5¢Bb.2 and add L5¢Bb.1, which has the mintage figures assigned to the wrong mints; revise L5¢Bc to L5¢Bc.1 and add L5¢Bc.2, which has the 
main title misspelled as NICKLES; add L5¢Bc.3 which has the correct spelling but the back of L5¢Bd in which list of titles reads “1913 to 1938 inclusive;” the “a” and 
“b” varieties have subtitles with numerals of dissimilar size and sans-serif, while “c” and later varieties have similar size numerals in serif style; coin history reads “This 
Nickel was” with “Nickel” capitalized; for L5¢Bb omit reference to size change in numerals 

Page 174) In the second paragraph, “The had a list” should read “They had a list” 

Page 175) In the second paragraph of the second column, “Was there was a falling out” should read “Was there a falling out” 

Page 181) To the end of the paragraph discussing back paper varieties add “These are described on pages 189-190 and illustrated on pages 139-144.”; add O1¢Ad, O1¢AlI, 
O1¢Am and O1¢An 

Page 182) Add Ol¢Av, O1¢Ax and O1¢Ay; add O1¢Bh.1 (mintages “6 months”) and O1¢Bh.2 (mintages “10 months’), both otherwise similar to O1¢Bg; revise O1¢Bj to 
O1¢Bj.2 and add O1¢Bj.1 with mintages through “10 months” of 1938 

Page 183) Revise O1¢Bq to O1¢Bq.2; add O1¢Bq.1 with mintages for “10 months of 1939 and O1¢Bt (dates through 1940, mintages for “5 months”);” revise O1 ¢Bu to O1¢Bu.3 
and add O1¢Bu.1 with mintages for “2 months” of 1940 and O1¢Bu.2 for “4 months;” revise O1¢Bv.1 to have no openings or printing for 1941; revise Ol ¢gBv.2 to 
O1¢Bv.2a and add O1¢Bv.2b, which has mintages through “10 months” of 1940; revise O1¢Bw to O1¢Bw.2 and add O1¢Bw.1 which has an extra, unprinted row of 
nine openings with the border in place but no mention of the publisher on face---mintages through “6 months of 1941” 


Page 184) Revise O1¢Bx.2 to O1¢Bx.3; add new O1¢Bx.2 (dates through 1944, mintages through 1942, dates erroneously arranged as 1943, 1942, 1944, and the mint sequence is 
also muddled); add O1¢Bx.4 with dates and mintages through 1944; add O1 ¢By (similar to O1¢Bz except for backing); add O5¢Aa which has tan cardstock; add 
O5¢Ac, OS5¢Aj, OS¢Al, O5¢Aq, and OS¢At 

Page 185) Add O5¢Av, OS¢Ax, O5¢Ay, O5¢Bd and O5¢Bf (both with marbled paper), O5¢Bq, O5¢Br, OS¢Bt, O5¢Bu and O5¢Bx; revise OS5¢Bv to OS¢Bv.2 with the “3 Legged 
Buffalo,” and add O5¢Bv.1 which does not include this variety 

Page 186) Add O5¢Cx.1 Jefferson Nickel Collection (copyright 1940 face, 1939 back; dates through 1942 and mintages through “5 months”), O5¢Cx.2 JEFFERSON NICKEL 
COLLECTION 1938 to Date (similar to x.1 but dates through 1945 and incomplete mintages for 1943) and O5¢Cx.3 (formerly x.2) JEFFERSON NICKEL 1938 to 
Date (both copyrights 1939; dates through 1947 and mintages through 1944); add O10¢Ac, with the broad font of O10¢Bc and no pastedown in its title; add O10¢Ag 
and O10¢Ah, which are similar to O10¢Ae but with subtle marbling; add O10¢Af, O10¢AI, OLO¢At, O10¢Av, O10¢Ax and O10¢Az; add O10¢Bd and O10¢Be (with 
“1916” pasteover) 

Page 187) For O10¢Bh the mintage figures of 1938-D and 1938-S are transposed; for O10¢Bi and later varieties they are located correctly; add O10¢Bj similar to O10¢Bi; for 
O10¢BI omit date span in title; add O10¢Bs with mintages through 6 months of 1940; for O10¢Bt revise date span to read “1916 to DATE;” revise O10¢Bo to 
O10¢Bo.2 and add O10¢Bo.1 which has same face as O10¢Bn but with final numeral added to copyright date on back; add O10¢Bq, O10¢Bv.1 (mintages through “11 
months”), O10¢Bv.2 (mintages through 1940); add O10¢Bw.1 with mintages through “3 months” of 1941 and O10¢Bw.2 with “2 months” of 1942; add O10¢By with 
dates through 1945, mintages through 1944; add O25¢Ac, O25¢Af, O25¢Ag, O25¢Aj, O25¢An O25¢Be and O25¢Bi 

Page 188) O25¢Bn.1 has address of “1308;” O25¢Bn.2 has “1317”; add O25¢Bx, O25¢Cf (heavily marbled face), O25¢Cg (uncertain face) and O25¢Cu (lightly marbled) add 
025¢Dv (dates through 1941, mintages through “3 months” of 1941) and O25¢Dx (dates through 1945, mintages through 1943) 

Page 189) The address for back paper “a” should all read “WEST 29th ST.”; variety “e” of #104 has a buying price of $4.25 or $4.50; the address for varieties “g” and “‘o” should 
read “SOUTH VERMONT AVE.”; split variety “n” into “nl (1308 address) and “n2” (1317 address) 

Page 190) Variety “u’” has the words ACTUAL SIZE added below the magnifying glass illustration; revise backing variety “w” to “w2” and add “w1”, which does not include the 
reference to Yeoman’s Blue Book 

Page 191) In the caption at lower left, “occupies the this location” should read “occupies this location” 

Page 193) In the second paragraph of the second column, “seems that had indeed” should read “seems that he had indeed” 

Page 195) The heading “Publication Version” should appear at the far right centered above the Publication numbers; revise EK1¢Ab to EK1¢Ab.1 and add EK1¢Ab.2 which is 
similar but with green, clothlike paper; EKS5¢A becomes EK5¢A.2; add EK5¢A.1 with Publication 1 

Page 199) G1¢Ba is confirmed to exist; add G1¢Ac and G1¢Be which are similar to G1¢Ab and G1 ¢Bb, respectively, but with the egg-and-dart enclosing frame replaced by a 
frame of two plain rectangles; add the PENNYHOBBY COIN COLLECTIN OUTFIT as Lange No. G103 and Publisher No. 103 

Page 205) Photo credits: Pages 51-52 “Lithography” should read “Lithographing”; Pages 114 and 199 NYC photo credits should be Pages 113 and 196, respectively
